H E Committee appointed to enquire in- 
to the Projedt, commonly called the 
Harfctrg Lottery, and all other foreign Lot- 
teries, now carrying on in the City of Lon- 
don, have with the utmoft Diligence, en- 
deavoured to find out, by what Authority, 
and by Virtue of what Inftruments the faid 
Lottery was eredfed, in order to lay the fame 
before the Houfe, and to make the faid Lottery, and the Ma- 
nagement thereof the more intelligible : But the Committee 
.finding they ftiould meet wirh -great Difficulties in obtaining 
B fudi 
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inch Inftrunients ; and the more for that, one of the Perfons, 
who, as your laid Committee was informed, was capable of 
giving your Committee a very material Account of. the Crea- 
tion ot the faid Lottery, was withdrawn ; and your Committee 
being unwilling to enter irito the Examination of any Inftru- 
ments or Writings, which might be interpreted to be Part 
of his Majefties German Adminiftration, have contented them- 
fclves to lay only before the Houfe, the Scheme of the faid 
Lottery it felf, with fome Remarks thereon, and the Exa- 
minations of Witnefles, Viva voce , relating thereto. 

That the Scheme propoles, that 1,500,000/. Sterling, 
or 16,500,000 Guilders mould be fubfcribed ; and that it was 
to be drawn at Harburg irv five Glaffes, 100,000 Tickets to be 
drawn in each Clafs, at 3 /. per Ticket ; - and that every Per- 
fbn fubfcribing, was to pay twelve Shillings, or fix Guilders 
ior each Ticket, before the drawing each Clafs of the laid 
Lottery. 

That 200,000 /. of the 300,000 /. in each Clafs was to be 
divided in Lots to the fortunate Adventurers, which amounts 
to 1,000,000 /. to be dedu&ed out of the whole Sum, which 
was to be paid to the Fortunate Adventurers. 

I f* Houfe, how 

the other 500,000 /. was to be difpofed ofj to acquaint them 
with luch : Knowledge, as the Committee could gain of the 
Nature and Eftablifhment of the Company, not being able to 
fee the Inftrument, by which it was granted. 

I t appeared to the Committee, that a Sum of 1,000,000 /. 
was fublcribed for, to carry on a Trade between Great-Britain , 
and his Majefties German Dominions ; and that 2 per Cent was 
agreed to be paid in upon the Stock fo fublcribed, of which a 
Sum of 13000 /. or more was actually paid in Money, and 
7000/. or more was fecured by Notes; 400,000 /. whereof 
was lubfcribed. At firft 100,000/. Stock was fold at fifteen 
Pound three Shillingsper Cent, of which two per Cent was only 
paid into the Company, and the reft difpofed of as follows, 
viz. thirteen Pound three Shillings pa Cent , which amounted 
to 13 1 50/. 10000/. of which was given to Mr. Nicolai, arid 
3150/. to Mr. 'Joules for their Services ; and as to the 1300/. 
paid in Money, at two Pound per Cent for Stock as aforefaid 
in Money, and 7000/. in Notes, the Committee could get 
no Account what was become -of it, not being able to lee

their Books, "nor can your Committee learn what Number of 
Tickets have been delivered out, or what Money thereup- 
on has been received ; or what is become of what they have 
received. 

The Committee thought it neceffary to lay this Matter 
before the Houfe to inform them what was to be done with 
the other 500,000 /. 

In the firft Place five perCent upon 1,500,000 /. which 
amounts to 75,000 /. was to be deduced for Management ; 
which being taken out of the faid 500,000 /. leaves 425,000 /. 
which Sum was to be Incorporated into the Stock of the 
firft Company and to make a part of a Capital of 1,500,000 /. 
as they apprehend, of which they could get no politive In- 
formation ; but whether the former Capital was intended to 
be fo great or only to confift of this 425,000 /. and the 
7,000,000 /. which was before fubfcribed. It appears to us 
that a plain Fraud was intended in joyning this real Sum, 
with an imaginary Subfcription, of which two per Cent on- 
ly was paid in or fecured, and that probably imbezelled. 

As to the further particulars of the Lottery, the Commitee 
beg leave to refer to the Scheme it felf which is hereunto an- 
nex’d, Number 1. 

And in Order to inform the Houfe more fully of the 
Sutjeft matter of the faid Lottery, the Committee have 
thought ft to lay before the Houfe the raoft Material Parts 
of the Examinations themfelves ; which are as follows, viz. 

Mr. Benjamin Joules informed your Committee, that he 
the Examinant had not the written Scheme of the H arbnrg 
Lottery, for that Mr. Ridpath (who is Secretary to the faid 
Lottery) has all the Writings and Accounts relating there- 
to, but that he has a Printed Copy of the Scheme of the 
faid Lottery, (which he delivered to the Committee, and is 
hereunto annexed) and fays, he takes it to be a true Copy of 
the Written Scheme, which as far as he knows has been al- 
ways in Ridpattis Hands. 

That in the fixth Article of a Charter for Commerce, 
granted by his Majefty, as Duke and Elector of Brmi\- 
wkk i there is a Grant given for letting up a Lottery, which 

Grant 
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Grant the Examinant believes was made to feveral 'Gentle- 
men, in Truft, for the Benefit of the Examinant. 

That he has feen the Original Charter ; that it bore 
Date about the latter end of November 1720, and that it 
fpecifies the Lottery to be drawn at Hanover ; that the 
Grant of the Lottery was made to the Examinant about this 
Time twelve-months. 

That when Sir Thomas IVcbjler propofed to make the 
Examinant Recompence for his faid Right in the Charter, as 
to the Grant of the Lottery, Sir Thomas faid that they were 
agreed to give the Examinant a Gratuity, and offered him 
10,000 l. i and he made Anfwer he would leave it to 
them, and did accept of the Ten thoufand Pound for af- 
ligning his Right, which Alignments was made to feveral Per- 
fons in Truft for the Company. 

That there were five Clafles in the faid Lottery ; and 
that he was to receive the 10,000 /. at five feveral Pay- 
ments at 2000 /. each Payment before the drawing each 
Clafs of the faid Lottery. 

That the Payment of the Money is (ecur&L.to the Ex- 
aminant by~ Articteyitt ^yrri i i B n »iiii | PtiT eTthe fixteenth of 
Ottobcr 1722, which he delivered to the Committee) under 
the Hands and Seals of the Perfons to whom the Profits of 
the Lottery are conveyed in Truft for the Company, and 
that it appears thereby that the Examinant was to be paid 
the 10,000 l. as before mentioned. 

That it likewife appears by the recital of the find Articles, 
that the Profits of the laid Lottery, which are pureliafed of 
him for the fame before mentioned, was by an Agreement 
made at Hanover, bearing Datethe fourteenth of November 1.720 
N. S. previoufly granted to the faid Examinant Benjamin Joules. 

Being fhewn one of the Tickets of the faid Lottery, 
Number 17 'M 211, to which the Examinants Name is Printed 
as Treafurer ; 

Said, that.the Tickets were iflued by his Privity .and Con- 
fent; and that he .believes they are not delivered out numeri- 
cally. 

Tha t 
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That he is not Treafurer to the Truftees for the Lottery, 
for that they aft themfelves as Treafurers, alternatively in 
manner following, viz. 

That there are two Iron Cherts, and that two of the 
Truftees have each of them a Key, and the Secretary has an- 
other ; and that the Truftees deliver over their Keys to the next 
that waite, and then they are anfwerable no longer. 

That the two Truftees and Secretary, when in waiting, 
had it in their Power to take out the Effefts that were in 
thofe Cherts. 

That there are twenty Truftees ; but fome ol them are 
in Germany and thofe that are here now are

That every one of the faid Truftees have accepted the 
Tru'ft (except Mr. Manley, Mr. Henry Bendifi, and Mr. Fofler )

by figning the Counter-part of the Alignment of the Lottery ; 
but that Lord Barington , Sir John Harfofp, and Mr. Henry 
Bendijh-, never adted. 

That he believes, that all the Truftees he has named, 
who have adted, have had the Keys of the Cherts. 

That there were to be printed 500,000 Tickets,- that 
the Examinant believes mod of them are printed, and that they 
were printed upon Tower- Hill ; and that the Examinant believes 
Mr.. Eillmgfley did agree for the Printing them : That the 
Tickets were brought to the York-Bwldirigs Houfe, and locked 
up in the Iron Chefts by the Lid Truftees, who deliver then* 
out, and receive the Money for them ; that he does not know 
what Number of Tickets hath been illued out, nor what Sum 
of Money received for Tickets delivered, for that he never faW 
any Account of it. 

That he believes Mr. Ridpalh keeps the Account of the 
Money received. 

That if the Lottery fliould take Place, the Stock would 
be worth twenty-nine per Cent ; that the whole Stock lubfcrib- 
ed is called 1 5 00000./;.. Stock ; and that it was asjarge before 
the new Proprietors cam e'TlT , Him u iP^« p » wm l J fer' Cent iVpaid 
in upon 1,000,000 /. in Money, 13000'/. in Notes, 7000/. 
which were paid to the Examinant, as Treafurer to the Com- 
pany. 

Being examined by what Authority he was Treafurer, 
faid, he was appointed Treafurer by the Cha'rt'er of the King, 
and that his Name is in the Warrant of the King, as Trea- 
furer. 

Being asked how he came to take Notes, declared, he re- 
ceived Orders from lome of the Directors to take them ; and 
that the Notes are fome of their own; 

That the Notes are in the Curtocly of Ridpath , for that 
he (the Examinant,) has accounted with the Company, and de- 
livered the Account to him the faid Ridpath. 



Mr. 
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M rI George Ridpath, Secretaty to the Truflees for the Mar- 
burg Lottery, being examined as to ^ the Scheme of the faid 
Lottery, faid, that the Calculations of the Lottery agree with 
the Scheme that was approved by his Majefty. 

That there is a Power to ereCt a Lottery by the fixth 
Article of a Charter granted by his Majefty, was in Order to 
clear the River Elbe, that he -can’t be Politive, who formed the 
Lottery : But that he heard that Mr. Billingfcy formed the 
Scheme of it. 

Being asked who was the Perfon that firfl handed the 
Scheme to the Examinant, faid, that he faw it in Company, 
but can’t tell who brought it to the Company j that Lord Bar- 
rington , and fome others were then prefent, and that it did ap- 
pear to have his Majefties Sign Manual and Seal of the Ele- 
ctorate, when it was firfl handed to the Company as a Compa- 
ny ; but that the Examinant previous to that, faw the Scheme 
in the Hands of Mr. Billingjky , whom he takes to be chief Pro- 
jector } and that he is not certain, it was the fame Scheme as is 
printed; and that then it neither had hisMajefties Sign Manual, 
nor the Privy Seal of the Electorate; 

That when this Scheme was projected, the Profits of 
the Lottery were Mr. Joule fs, By an Agreement made at Ha>:- 
nover, for which he was to clear and deepen the River Elbe ; 
and that Lord Barrington , Sir Alexander Cairnef , Mr. Nicolai , 
Mr. Alderman Bayli r, Mr. Ticnnes Harrifcn, and Mr. Mounts 
made that Agreement with him, which was confirmed by the 
Company, Neui Contra' and is entred in the Minutes : that 
Mr. Joules petitioned his Majefty for an Order to ilfue the 
Lottery; but that it was previoufly granted to him by a Vote 
of the Company. 

That fince he was Secretary, there have been Minutes 
kept ; which is fince the Charter was granted for the Com- 
merce Company, in which there is a Power to ere# a Lot- 
tery. 

Being defired to produce the Charter, and Books, and 
Papers relating to the Lottery, faid, that he has not his Ma- 
jefties leave to produce them, and delired the Committee 
would not put him upon Difficulties. 
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Being again asked whether he would not deliver tire 
Papers, faid, that he was very willing to deliver the Papers, 
if it was not for the Difficulties he has before mentioned, 
and that he is afraid thofe Difficulties extend to all the Pa- 
pers, as well the Deed that conveys the Profit’s of the Lot- 
tery to Joules and the Minute Books, as the Charters. 

The Abfirad of the Scheme of the Warburg Company’s 
Lottery for 1,500,000 l. Sterling or 16,500,000, Guilders in 
the Flying Poff from Tuejday November the thirteenth to llmrf- 
day November the fifteenth 1722, being read to the Exami- 
nant; faid, that it was Printed by his Dire&ion, and that the 
Scheme in the fame, to the bed of his Knowledge, agreerh 
with that, which is figned by his Majefty, and that the War- 
rant and Approbation of the Scheme recited in the faid Ab- 
ftraft are figned at St. James's as mentioned in the faid Pa- 
per. 

The Advertifement relating to the Warburg Lottery in the 
Flying Poft Tuejday December the fourth, to Thurfday Decem- 
ber the fixth, being i‘ead to the Examinant he deckers that he 
believes he lent it the Printers. 

T h a t he diew the Advertifement himfelf, and afterwards 
fheweditto feverai Gentlemen, and particularly as he believes 
to Mr. Burroughs an d Mr. Sr7/mr r who - -are Truftees 'and ' Di- 
rectors, at a Meetimr ifTl'Me 'VblR mmdings-Houfe , and that 
it was not ordered either by a Court, or the Truftees ; 
being asked what was meant by thefe Words, viz. Part of 
the Advertifement ; as will convince their Enemies and rather 
thofe of his Majefty, and the Trade of the Nation faid, that 
thofe that are Enemies to his Majefty have oppofed the Lot- 
tery. 

That the Examinant believes the Tickets were printed 
at Tower-Hill, and that the Examinant never heard that any 
-of them were printed at Hanover or Warburg.

That there are Come of the Truftees at Warburg ; but that 
no Committee of them have met there ; nor has there been 
any Orders or Directions fent from them, that this Examinant 
knows of 

That abundance of Gentlemen have fubfcribed for Tick- 
ets, to the amount of about 100,000 Tickets, which they are 
to pay for, when they take the Tickets out ; and that there 
was a Commiflion, lent lately, from a Gentleman in France for 
1000 Tickets; that he can’t tell how many are delivered ; for 
that the Truftees keep the Accounts, and have the Books now 
in their Cuftody ; that the Examinant has heard they have 
received about 100 1 . for Ticket*. 

The Examinant being further examined, fays, that Lord 
Baringion did not give him Directions to publifti the AbftraCt 
of the Scheme, in the Flying-Pojt, of 13 November , nor any 
of the Advertisements now fhewn to the Examinant. 

That the Lottery has been under the Confideration of 
feveral Meetings of Directors and general Meetings of 
Proprietors, and that it has had their Approbation in general. 

T hat he don’t remember he ever heard anyone, at any 
Meeting, complain of the Lottery, as taking too much from 
Adventurers and giving too much to the Proprietors of the Stock. 

Being asked whether there was ever ten Votes againft 
the Lottery, faid, that there was not half ten. 

That the laft General Meeting, ordered, that Endeavours 
Ihould be ufed to fill the Lottery with all poflible fpeed ; and 
that all the Deputy Governours and Directors were fummoned 
D to 
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to that Meeting; and that it was there alfo agreed, that En- 
deavours fliould beufed to obtain an Englijh * Charter for Trade ; 
but that he never heard, that any Application was defigned 
to be made fora Charter fora Lottery j that there are Mi- 
nutes taken of the Order, to apply for an Englijh Charter. 

Being asked whether, he has ever heard the Lottery, or 
the Company, by which the Lottery is, granted, treated as a 
Bubble, by thofe that are concerned ; 

S a y s, that he has heard it fo treated by Mr. Hope, and Sir 
Thomas Webjier, the laft of whom declared at a Meeting of 
Directors, he would wafh his Handsof it •, and that what made 
it a Cheat, was, " that ' there was- no Englijh Charter granted. 

That' the Stock will be worth, according to the Calcu- 
lations, he has feen, twenty nine per Cent , if the Lottery is 
full; but if not, the Value will decline in Proportion to the 
Number of Tickets that are not fold.. 

That be. has heard it treated as a thing for the Benefit of 
the Trade of Grcat-Brjtain. • 

That the Sub Gpvernour, Deputy G overnoun, and Di- 
rectors, have ™ — nr nib”" AAlfrtvaffces. "tm/W this 
Charter^ 

Being asked whether Mr. Joules is Treafurer, faid, that 
he is no'c foie Treafurer for the Lottery ; for that the Tru flees 
of whom he (Mr. joules) is ope, aft as Treafurers. 

Being asked how it comes, that the Tickets are printed in 
his Name as Treafurer, faid, that lie is appointed Treafurer for 
Life by his Majefties Patent, and the Tickets are ordered to 
be printed in the Name of the Treafurer, by Warrant of his 
Majefly : But that fome of the Gentlemen not liking Mr. 
Joules , there is an Order made in the Minutes, that he mould 
not receive any Money till he has paid the Company what he 
owes them ; that the Truftees would not permit him alone to 
receive any Money ; but received it thernfelves. 

That the Money, that was to be received for the Tick- 
ets was to be lodged in the Bank of England , and at the 
Treafury Chamber at Hanover-, and that the Charter gives 

the 
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the Directors a Power of meeting, either at Harking or in Engl " ' 
land • 

Being asked to produce the Minutes refer’d to the Appli- 
cation for the Englifh Charter, and alio the Minutes, that 
were made for Joules not to receive any Money, as before-men- 
tioned laid, that they are in the fame Book as the Minutes rela- 
ting to the Foreign Charter; and that he has not thofe Minutes 
now in his Cuftody j for tint they were lock’d up by the Truf 
tees fince he was ill. 

T h a t the Patents, Warrants, and Minute-Book, were locked 
up Yefterday- Night; that he did not fee them locked ; for, that 
they lay in the Room where ulually the Diredors met; that feve- 
ral Truftees were there that Afternoon, and particularly Mr. 
Squire Mr. Burroughs and Mr. hichicr ; that the Examinant 
fuppofed Mr. Squire either locked them up himfelf, or the Mef- 
fenger by his Directions ; laid, that the Reafon he gave for fo do- 
ing was to clear the Room, and that neither Mr. Squire nor the 
Meflenger knew what Papers they were. 

T h-e Examinant owned, that he did accquaint them before 
they locked up the Papers, that the Committee had lent him No- 
tice in Writing, that they wou’d examine him the next Day. 

Being asked whether the Pu gfiors did not take any Oath, 
faid there are Oaths preferibed by tne Chatter, bue not taken ; 
for, that they cannot adminifter them here except they have 
an Englifh Charter. 

The laft Day of the Committee fitting, Mr. Ridpath having 
attended the Committee, he fince his faid Examination, was de- 
fired to produce or leave with the Chair-Man the Minutes re- 
lating to the Application for the Brittilh Charter ; which he 
accordingly has lent to the Chair- Man. 

Mr. Nathaniel Bratffy faid, that in 1720,1 Project, was going 
on fo r a Charter for a Manufacture Company. 

That there was a Letter of Attorney made in Order to 
give Power for Perfon fubferibing for the Stock of that Com- 
pany at Harburg-, and 400,000 1. of that Stock was fubferibed 
tor at 2 fer Cent , and 1 00,0 00 l. Stock was fold at 15 l. 3 /. 
per Cent , whereas 2 /. per Cent only was paid to the Company 
as the Examinant has been informed. 

That 
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That afterwards feveral Gentlemen went over to Hanover 
endeavouring to obtain a Charter for Commerce, which was to 
be united with the Manufacture Charter, and that there was fub- 
feribed 2 l.per Cent for 540800 /. or thereabouts, of the Stock of 
that Company j that when they were return’d, Gentlemen were 
called together, and were informed of the Benefits, that would 
arife by the forefaid Charter. 

That lom e-time after the Examinant went with Sir John 
Hartopp , Mr. Bendijh , Mr. Richier, Mr. Henry Cairnes, Mr. joule 1 
and Mr. Ridpath to Baron Bothmar , to follicite the Warrant for 
the Lottery, of which the Scheme now fliewed to him is a Copy. 

That when he heard the Lottery was to be granted to Mr. 
Joules , the Examinant applyed to Baron Botbuar , who told the 
Examinant, that a private Lottery was asked for, but would not 
be granted ,• that tho’ this Lottery was granted co Joules it was 
intended for the foie Benefit of the Company. 

That after the Warrant for the Lottery was obtained, the 
Scheme was laid before the Examinant, and fome others at a 
.Meeting, as Directors, who defired of Lord Barington to fee 
the Warrant, but could not obtain the Requeft ; that the Exami- 
nant did not only objeCt to the Sche me it fe'f a? being a 
iais Adventure, ) 1 ■ 1 " i n, .nffT cle'clare he would 

not come into it, becaufe Lord Barington cold them at that 
Meeting, that 75000 /. was to be given for the Management of 
the Lottery; and propoled that 75000 l. more ihould be given 
to Mr. Joules for Refigning his Right of the Lottery to the 
Company, and for making the Port of Hdrburg. 

That the Examinant had a further Objection to it, becaufe 
it was offered by Mr. Alderman Billers , to be managed for 
20,000 inftead of 75,000 ; and the Reafon, that was given by 
Lord Barington not to accept of that Offer was, fettled by his 
Majefties Approbation of the Lottery for the Management 
thereof ; and as it was fo fettled it muft fo remain, and the 
Company could have it upon no other Terms. 

Said that when the Truftees for the Lottery were named to 
the Directors, Lord Barington laid ” That he believed that fome 
“ Gentlemen that were there prefent were uneafy that they 
<c were not made Truftees for the Lottery, and laid that 
“ thole who had attended conftantly, if they would_come io- 

\ to 
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“ to the Scheme, need not be uneafie, for they fhould have 
cc 200 /. apiece if they would agree to it ; that Lord Bar - 
rington offered the Money, but that they refilled it, and 
declared they (corned to take Money upon fuch Terms. 

That the Offer was made by Lord Barrington in a 
little Room at Haberdalhers-Hall, where were prelent Mr. 
Crefnor , Mr. Bitten and feveral more that were not Truftees. 

That the Examinant faid he was in that Room from 
the fir ft of their Meeting, for that he had fome Converlati- 
on with Mr. Crefnor. 

That at the laft general Meeting the Examinant was 
at ; it was concluded that Mr. j fouler fhould have 10,000 l. 
for conveying his Property in the Lottery to the Company ; 
but that it was not to be paid out of any Part of the 75,000 I. 
which was to be given to the Truftees for the Manage- 
ment of the faid Lottery. 

That the Examinant asked whether the whole 75,000 /. 
was not expended in the Execution of the Lottery, the re- 
maining Part of the Moneys fhould not go to the Com- 
pany, lie was told by Lord Barington that a great deal of 
that Money was to be given to Private ufes. The Examinant

ington told ‘him it was not convemenrref’TOfri -urlffio W and 
he fhould not know. 

Being asked whether he ever faw the Approbation of 
the Scheme of the Lottery, faid, he defired to fee it but was 
denyed by Lord Barington. 

That he never could get Sight of the Companys Books, 

£ and could never fee any Account, but upon Scraps of Pa- 
per ; that the Examinant takes it that they lay under the imedi- 
ate Direction of the Sub-governour, who is Lord Barington , 
that if they asked for any Books or Accounts, they were told 
by Lord Barrington it was not proper they fhould lee the 
Accounts of the Commerce Charter, and they fhould not. 

That there was a Ballance of an Account from the Manu- 
facture Company to the united Company which he. faw, 
but as to the Account of the 100,000 /. Stock that was (old 
at 15 l. per Cent by Lord Barington s Order as Joules has 
informed the Examinant he could never fee it; that he 
E asked

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asked Lord Barrington to fee the laft mention’d Account and 
his Lordfhip told him that he lhould not fee it, the Examin- 
ant was informed by Joules that io /. per Cent of the 100,000 /. 
Stock fold at 15 /. 3 s. per Cent was to be apply ’d to Private 
ufes ; did apply to Lord Barrington to fee the Account of that 
Money and his Lordfhip told him it was not convenient he 
lhould, and he lhould not. 

That the Reafon of their prefling to fee the Account, 
was, becaufe they apprehended Joules was deficient in the Mo- 
he had recceived. 

That Joules told the Examinant that he had Orders to 
buy at H arburgh a pretty large Quantity of Stock which he 
bought of Lord Barington , that there was a Note 1,500 /. 
Barington had given to Joules for Part of two per Cent that 
bad been fubfcribed for Stock, and that Joules had deliver’d 
that Note up to Lord Barington in Part of Payment for 
the Stock he bought of his Lordfhip ; that the Examinant 
don’t know what Quantities of Stock Joules bought, or at 
• what Price it was fold. 

That Joules told the Examinant he was. ordered to 
buy that Stock by Dr. Calamy.

told by Lord Barington , that a n Englijh Charter was pro- 
mi fed, and would certainly be granted. 

T h a t he believes there was a Refolution at a Meeting 
of Dire&ors, to lay the Scheme before the general Court. 

Being asked whether it was not reported at a General 
Meeting that the Scheme was agreed unto Nem. Cont. fays, 
that he cannot recollect minute Circumftances, having not 
had Opportunity to fee the Minutes to refrefli his Memory, that 
he does not believe it could be agreed to Nem. Cont . 
for to the befl of his Remembrance he did declare in the 
general Court that he was againft it at the Meeting of the 
Directors. 

M r. Alderman Baylis being fhewed the Printed Scheme 
of the Lottery hereunto annexed, laid, that there w 3s a Scheme 
opened by Lord Barington (he cannot fpeak certainly as to 
the Time) at a Meeting where Lord Bmngton and others 

■were 
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were affembled, which he believes is the fame as that now 
Ihewd to him j 

Being asked whether he remembers he did difapprove of 
that Scheme, laid, that he believes he might then fay, he could 
not underftand fome of the Particulars, they never having been 
communicated to him ; but that in general, it appeared fo un- 
fair, that he was again!! it ; and elpecially, becaufe there was 
to be a dedu&ion of five per Cent, upon 1,500,000 /. to be rail- 
ed by the Lottery, which amounted to 15,000 /. to be given 
to thofe that are Truftees of the Lottery. 

That a Day or two after there was a Meeting at Haber- 
daJhsrs-HiU, where the Lord Barington did again open the 
faid Scheme for a Lottery, which his Lordfhip faid was agreed 
to by all the Directors, Nem. Contra, and the Examinant 
objected to it, as not being agreed to by all the Directors j for 
he neither had, nor would give his Confent to that Scheme : 
And that then the Lord Barmgton called out to the reft of the 
Perfons affembled there, and laidi he hoped they would not 
fuffer him to be fo treated by the Examinant. 

That fome time after, when Sir 'Thomas Webfter, and Sir 
Charles Wager , a<fted as Deputy Goyernours, the Examinant 
heard there was Application making to the Englijfo Miniftry, to 
get an Englijh Charter ; and that- Nlotlcewas. given so the 

Examiqaijt, tQ Lord Barington, ancf Tbittr’KVo- fSfetftle- 

men, at fome Englijh Mimfters Hopfej but he could not go. 

That afterwards, the Examinant was at a Meeting of 
Dire&ors, at which was prefent. Sir Thomas Webfter ■, and as 
this Examinant believes, Sir Charles Wager ; and Sir Thomas told 
the Examinant, that upon the Application aforefaid, . an Evglijh 
Charter could not be obtained ; and that there had been a Re- 
folution come to, which was to difapprove fome Notice that 
was publi&ed of a Lottery, and fo fignify that the fame was 
not publilhed by the Approbation and Confent ef the Di- 
rectors. 

T o which Refolution, the Examinant immediately gave his 
Con lent. 

T P a t at tfie next Meeting, the Examinant was at ; at 
which Lord Barington was prefent, the aforefaid Refolution 
was read, and it was debated, and afterwards the major Part 

of 
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•of the Directors prefen t came to another Refolntion, which 
was to qualh the former againft the Confent of the Exami- 
nant. 

That upon this, the Examinant infixed, that there fhould 
be a General Meeting of Proprietors forthwith called, to ac- 
quaint them, that an Englijh Charter had been refufed, that 
People might not) be drawn in: Being asked whether Lord 
Barington did not give his Confent to call that General Meet- 
ing, faid he did, and the Examinant believes a General Meet- 
ing was called, at which General Meeting the Examinant was 
not prelent, nor has been at any other Meeting fince. 

M r: Alderman Billers being lhewn a printed Scheme of the 
Lottery hereunto annexed, faid, that he had a Scheme, the 
fame as that fent to him by Mr. Ridpatb ; but that he never 
took out a Ticket, nor law one, till he came to the Speaker’s 
Chambers. 

That as foon as he nderfiood that the 75,000/. was to be gi- 
to the Managers, he defired to know, of the Lord Barington , 
how the Money was to be difpofed of, who told the Exami- 
nant, that there would be great Expences in going over to 
om, and that 30,000 /. was to be given to the Perlon that 
made the Scheme. 

The Examinant was furprized, that lo great a Sum was 
to be given to the Petfon that made the Scheme,- at which his 
Lord Ihip laid, he would not have him fo much furprized, for 
that he had been offered 40,000 /. for a worfe ; and (aid he be- 
lieved the Examinant’s diflike to the Scheme was, becaufe he 
was not aTruftee; but he hop’d to live to fee the Examinant 
a Truftee. 

That he found a Paper of Minutes, which put the Exa- 
minant in mind of what the Lord Barington had told him 
“ that the Lottery was to be given to the Company Gratis’ 
cc which made him fay to his Lordfhip, What is this to be given 
“ Gratis, when 30,000 /. is given to the Perfon, that made the 
<f Scheme? His Lordlhip made anfwer, that the Examinant 
might fuppofe that was not all for the Scheme. 

Being asked whether.' he was not at the Court of Direct- 
ors, when the Lord Barington reported the Scheme. 

Said 
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S a i d he might be there, and if he was he was againft it ; 
that he had declared fo much againft it, that for feveral Months 
paft, he has not been fummon’d to attend any one Court. 

That 500,000 1 . of the Profits of the Lottery was to be put 
, upon the whole Stock, except 75,000/. Part of the Profits which 
were .to be deduced for the Managers. 

M r. Mofer Raper being ftiewn the printed Scheme of the 
Harburgh Lottery, laid, that he had fuch a Scheme fent 
to him, and that there were fome Obfervations made up- 
• on it, which he fent by Mr. Simon, a Bookfeller, to Mr. 
Read, in order to be printed $ . and Mr; Simon came to the 
-Examinant in a hurry, and brought the Examinant the fol- 
lowing Letter, and the Examinant was obliged to promife the 
Printer to indemnifie him, before he would Print the faid Ob- 
fervations.

Thomas Webficr and Sir Charles Wager about it; who told the 
Examinant, that “ they, together with 1 Lord Barington , had 
c; waited upon Lord Toz$»)Jkefid , Lord Cartcrct y and Mr. Will- 
“ pole , who told him at that time, that an Englijh Charter for 
the Advantage of the laid' Lottery coul‘d' not be granted, be- 
caiife it was'ill'egal an^ : impracticable. 

S r r Thomas Webficr toldthe Examinant, that Lor A Barington 
defired that the Miniffiy s refuhhgi t'6 grant ail Englifh Charter 
iliould be kept as a Secret, Upon which Sir Thoyias i mediate- 
ly ordered Ridpath to call theDir'e'Ctors together ; that he might 
acquaint them, that they were to hlive no English Charter. 




T h e Examinant asked Sir Thomas , why it was kept a Se- 
cret ? He laid without an Englifh Charter the Lottery was a 
Cheat, and therefore he would have nothing more to db with 
him. 

■Said, that: hi's Objection to the Scheme of the Lottery 1 was 
that after 1,500,000 l. wasrafiedon the {did Lottery,’ one third 
of the Stock was to be given- to the old Proprieters, 1,000,000 /. 

of the remaining 5 00,000 l. 75^000 l. was to be given to the 
Truftees for Management of the laid Lottery ; that the Sum 
the prefent Proprietors of the Stock of the Har burgh Company 
would have gained from the Adventurers in the Lottery ad- 
ded to the 75,000/. makes 210,000 /. which will more ful- 
ly appear by the Calculation. 



T h a t he defired Lord Barington to fee the Accounts of 
the Money paid in, upon the Stock ; and his Lordfhip would 
not let him. 



Said that 100,000 /. Stock was fold at 15 l. per Cent for 
the Benefit of the Company ; and that he was told it was ne- 
ver brought to an Account, for that he had asked Sir Thomas 
JVebfler 3 and Sir Thomas laid that he never law any Account 
of that Stock. 

M r. Andrew Elope faid, that there was a Glaufein the Char- 
ter for a Lottery ; and that the Lottery was talked of in 
June or July 1720, or before. 

That 
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That the (lift Subfcription was 500,000 /. that when 
400*000 was fubfcribed and 100,000 was to be fold he 
was '-unwilling to buy any of the Stock that was to be fold, 
but Joules told this Examinant that if he would not, otheis 
would ; and thereupon he bought 10, coo /. of it at 1 5 h 3 s. 
per Cent. That he asked Joules what was become of the Mo- 
ney, he faid that Lord Barington , and Sir Alexander Cairnes had 
it j that the Examinant asked Lord Barington whether he ihould 
not know what was become of it ; and J^ord Barington- faid it 
was not fit he ihould know what was become of it, and he 
ihould not. 

M r. Andrew .Hope being further Examin'd as to Joules's 
faying that Lord Barington and Sir Alexander Cairnes had the 
Money for the Ule of the Company, for the 10,000 l.

S a 1 d that Mr. Joules told him that he bad r 00,000 l. Stock 
to difpofe of, by Lord Bnrington and Sir Alexander Cairnes Di- 
rection ; and that he receiv’d the Money for them as Treafur- 
rer of the Company ; that he believes rtothing was done but by 
their Order. 

That Joules told the Examinant that he had their Order 
for felling that Stock, at North' < Coffe e -H pufe, Fotirnain-’Ttrvern 
arid at.Ssngeous-Hall ; at whichcf^ylltal facies be believes were 
prefent Mr. Cairnes and Mr. Rimer. 

That he applyed to Lord Baringtonto iee the Accounts ofthe 
Money, ariling from the Sale of the 100,000 /. Stock, and that 
he was then a Director ; and that Lord Barington faid he ihould 
not fee the Account 5 that the Reafon oi asking his Lordihip 
to fpe it, was becaufe he had never feen any Account of that 
Mqney ; and that he apprehended his Lordihip had all the Ac- 
counts in a Bag which he brought, and carried away with him 
again.

That there was no Transfer made of the Stock, nor any 
Receipt given. 

T h a t Lord Barington had often declared to the Examinant 
atfeveral Meetings of the Directors or Truftees of the Lottery, 
that an Englifh Charter was promifed, both by the King and the 
Miniftry, 

John Chriftian Nicolai , being examined as to the Sale of the 
100000/. Stock, at 15 l. per Cent, and the 10000 /. paid him the 
faid Nicolai by Mr. Joules. 

Said that Joules fold 100,000 /: Stock for 15000/. and 
that lie did not receive of Mr. Joules any more than 8800 l. 
(the moft Part of which the Examinant laid out in South Sea 
Subfcriptions) tho’ he the faid Joules , was order’d to give the 
Examinant t o, boo l: -39- a - Pr«fent, 4ie having been concern’d in 
that A/Fair ever lince 17 1 6, and travell’d feveral Times to Ha- 
nover. 

That the Examinant asked Joules for the 1200 /. remain- 
ing Part of the faid 10,000 /. and he faid be would pay him. 

That Sir John Fryer and Lord Barington order’d Joules to 
make the Examinant the Prefent of 10,000 /. and that he receiv’d 
it as a Prefent for his own Ufe and Advantage, for the trouble he 
has had in that Affair for the Four Years. 

That by one of the Articles in the Charter of his Majefly, 
a Lottery is granted 5 that fome Perfons made a Motion, that the 
Management of the Lottery fhou’d be affign'd to lome one par- 
ticular Perfon, which the Examinant and Mr. Bailis -was againft; 
but, that the other Perfons concern’d thought fit to convey it to 
Mr. Joules ,

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Mr. Benjamin Joules being again examined as to the 
300,000 /.Stock of the Hat-burgh Company being fold at 1 5 L 
per Cent either for the Ufe of the Company or any other Perfon. 

Said that’tis true that he fold 100,000 L at 15 /. 3 s. per 
Cent and that Benjamin Smith one of the Truftees was one of the 
tirft Perfons with whom that Affair was tranfa&ed who defied 
ta have 10,000 /. Stock of the Examinant and told him he 
would giue him 300 Guineas ; the Examinant laid he was fo 
erous he would not make any Demand. 

That Mr. Smith acquainted Mr. Tljortias Brown of it who 
defired he might have 30,000 /.
